Autry sees need 
for major decisions

Some hard nosed decisions must be made on zoning and land use 
before the City of Lompoc can hope to attract industry, Al Autry, 
community development director declared last night. 
He told a panel of the working press that the city has too much 
commercial zoning, too many zoning categories, some of which were 
not being used, and zones such as the CM or commercial 
manufacturing which must be clarified. 
The remarks were made in the Press Club before representatives of 
two newspapers, three radio stations and one television station. It was 
the first of a regular press conference format to be scheduled 
frequently, according to a committee which is embarked on a 
revitalization of the club. 
He said he had been wading through a huge backlog of work since he 
took office recently and that his recent statements of disatisfaction 
were spurred by the knowledge of what could be accomplished. 
In answer to a question as to whether he had issued his superiors an 
ultimatum that he would resign his job if he didn’t get some 
professional assistance, Autry said the rumor was without foundation 
Here are other segments of the exchanges that took place: 
— My job is to do the planning and make recommendations only.” 
—“ There is a lot of work to do and Lompoc has been led down the 
rosey path in many aspects of planning.” 
—“ We have to have a demonstration from the people if they want 
better standards.” 
—Lompoc needs a new image 
—A priority list of about 20 major problems has been presented to 
the city administrator. There is a hearing upcoming on proposals for 
amendments to the offstreet parking ordinance. Studies are scheduled 
on many aspects of zoning and land use. 


Reds carry out series 
of terrorist attacks 


HONOLULU (U PI) - President 
Nixon 
and 
Japanese 
Premier 
Kakuei Tanaka open summit talks 
today with the Japanese prepared to 
offer a $1.1-billion purchase to ease 
the trade gap, which has strained 
relations with the United States. 
White House sources said that 
Tanaka was ready to agree to a 
multi-million dollar purchase of 
wide-bodied aircraft—including air 
buses, 
helicopters 
for 
rescue 
operations—as well as enriched 
uranium, forestry and agriculture 
products. 
The 
agreement 
was 
worked 
outbetween 
Kiyohiko 
Tsurumi, 
deputy vice foreign minister of 
foreign affairs for Japan and U.S. 
Ambassador Robert Ingersoll, the 
sources said. 
The emergency purchase package 
would be effective by April I, 1973 
and would cut into the multi-billion- 
dollar U.S. trade deficit. 
The trade imbalance has been the 
cause of growing friction between 
the two countries Nixon warned in 
advance of two days of meetings 
with Tanaka that failure to improve 
the situation would cause a clamor 
on 
the 
part 
of 
American 
protectionists to impose quotas and 
restrictions upon Japanese exports. 
Nixon and Tanaka were scheduled 
to meet at the new, plush Kuilima 
Hotel after both leaders kept the 
morning free for their own official 
business. 
The 
trade 
concessions 
were 
expected to be outlined in a joint 
statement issued at the conclusion 
of the summit talks on Friday. 
While trade was the main topic on 
the minds of Americans, Nixon also 
made it clear that he intended to be 
informed 
of 
Japan’s

overtures toward China and the 
prospect that the Japanese will soon 
establish diplomatic relations with 
the Communist mainland.

PARIS (U PI) — North Vietnam 
today scorned president Nixon’s 
latest ground troop withdrawal as 
noisy propaganda to hide a tripling 
of U.S. air-sea forces, but the United 
States promised to withdraw every 
last man once American prisoners 
come home in peace 


Hanoi negotiator Nguyen Min Vy, 
speaking at the 157th session of the 
deadlocked 
Paris 
peace 
talks, 
bitterly attacked President Nixon’s 
Tuesday 
news 
conference 
announcement that 12,000 more U.S. 
troops would be withdrawn from 
Vietnam. 


“ The Nixon Administration has 
made noisy propaganda about the 
continued 
withdrawal 
of 
U.S. 
troops. What it is doing is not 
reducing troops but committing 
massively in the war the two most 
powerful services of the U.S. armed 
forces, aircraft and warships.” 


U.S. negotiator William J. Porter, 
in his speech, told the Communists, 
“ The United States is not seeking to 
perpetuate its military presence in 
Vietnam but to effect complete 
withdrawal quickly once peace is 
restored ” 


Porter repeated Nixon’s Tuesday 
policy 
statement 
that 
“ our 
withdrawal will not be total as long 
as American prisoners are held by 
your side ” 
Mme Nguyen Thi Binh, the Viet 
Cong negotiator, charged the United 
States has boosted its sea-air forces 
throughout 
Indochina 
to 200,000 
men, “ tripling them since the first 
of the year.” The American official 
figure has been 100,000 men, double 
the air-sea forces since March

Five or six of the rounds hit the town 
itself, killing seven civilians and 
wounding seven others The rest of 
the fire slammed into the air base, 
killing four government airmen and 
wounding 19 others in addition to the 
21 U.S. personnel.

Spitz takes fourth gold 
medal; runners eliminated 


MUNICH (U PI)-U S swimmer 
Mark Spitz captured his fourth gold 
medal and the Americans clinched 
their greatest number of wrestling 
medals in the Olympics in 48 years 
I 


today. But a schedule error that 
eliminated 
two 
world-class 
sprinters helped turn the opening 
day of track and field into a disaster 
for the Americans. 


Spitz 
set 
another 
world 
record—his fourth of the games —in 
taking the men’s 100-meter butterfly 
in 54.3 seconds. The mustachioed 
Indiana University star hopes for 
three more gold medals, a feat 
unprecedented in Olympic history. 
But the boost that Spitz brought to 
the Americans in swimming was 
diminished 
as 
Eddie 
Hart 
of 
Pittsburg, Calif., and Ray Robinson 
of Lakeland, -Fla., two of the three 
Yanks in the men s 100-meter dash, 
failed to show up on tune for their 
second heats and were eliminated 
That 
left 
Robert 
Taylor 
of 


Houston, Tex , as the only American 
survivor in the “ IOO” —the race 
whose 
winner 
is dubbed 
“ the 
world’s fastest human” which has 


been won in seven of the last eight 
Olympics by Americans. With Hart 
and Robinson out, Russia’s Vasili 
Borzov became a heavy favorite. 


In other track setbacks, Dick 
Wohluter of St. Charles, 111, was 
eliminated in the men s 800-meter 
when he tripped, fell, and finished 
fourth, and Richard Bruggeman of 
Marion, Ohio, ran six seconds worse 
than his best time and finished sixth 
in his heat. 


In contrast to that, Ben Peterson 
of Comstock, Wis , was assured of 
the gold medal in the 90-kilo 
wrestling class All told, the results 
of

assured the United States of six 
wrestling medals—more than any 
other year since 1924.

helicopter orders alone, and 
the other three services 
would 
undoubtedly

other orders for the new 
troopship. 
The new helicopter, called 
the

(UTTAS), 
will 
be large 
enough 
to carry a

infantry squad of ll men 
plus a crew of three It will 
be able to remain airborne 
for 2 1-2 hours without 
refueling, officials said.

displays of colorful cups and 
saucers.

poorly 
lighted,

20 years or more ago, and 
most of the goods inferior to

But to the nearly 8 million 
people 
in 
the 
Chinese 
capital, there is a wide 
choice of wines and cigars; 
racks of skirts and blouses, 
some of them in bright hues, 
and many counters of the 
drab, baggy gray slacks 
seen everywhere in the city. 
Bright silks sell for a song 
but there are few takers. 


There are counters of 
cameras, alarm clocks and 
transistor radios but these 
“ luxury” items draw few 
shoppers.

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Bicycle safety: 
it's a lifesaver

SACRAMENTO (Capitol) 
— If you’re one of the many 
millions of Californians who 
have taken to the roads on 
bicycles in the past few 
years, you could be the first 
on your block to get a 
speeding 
ticket 
while 
pedaling along a city street. 
Or. if you don’t obey all 
the rules of the road for 
bicyclists, you may become 
another kind of staiistic. 
Last year rn California 
more than 8,000 accidents 
involving 
bicycles 
and 
automobiles were recorded, 
and 90 of them resulted in 
death to the bicycle rider 
Most 
of 
these 
tragic 
accidents, 
according 
to 
Highway Patrol spokesman 
Robert E. Nance, are the 
fault 
of 
the 
bicyclist 
himself. 
And the future may be 
even 
more 
gloomy; 
the 
H i g h w a y 
P a t r o l 
is 
predicting 
there 
will 
be 
twice as many accidents 
and possibly 200 fatalities 
this year, and as many as 
25.000 accidents and 350 to 
400 deaths in 1973 if nothing 
changes the current trend 
That’s why the Highway 
Patrol and municipal police 
departments are keeping an 
eye 
out 
for 
hotrodders 
aboard ten-speed bikes who 
have been clocked going 45 
mph 
in 
25-mile-an-hour 
zones. 
It’s 
also 
why 
police 
officers and IOO’ Highway 
Patrolmen 
are 
visiting 
schools and civic groups 
throughout the state using 
films, 
pamphlets 
and 
demonstrations to spread 
the word on bicycle safety. 
Nance, 
who admits to 
having several bikes in his 
own garage, said, “ We don’t 
want anyone to get the idea 
we are trying to downgrade 
bikes or curtail riders, but 
the number of accidents has 
to be reduced We consider 
our bicycle safety project a 
very high priority program. 
We have found the public is 
deeply interested, and its 
surprising how aware they 
are of the dangers.’’ 
The most frequent goofs, 
according to the CHP, are 
running stop signs, moving 
s u d d e n l y 
i n t o 
the 
automobile's territory, and 
riding on the wrong side of 
the street — bicyclists ride 
WITH the traffic on the 
RIGHT side of the street 


between the curb and the 
automobile lane 
Cliff Belarde, president of 
Sacramento 
Bike 
Hikers, 
said the most important 
rule to remember is that 
bikes 
follow 
the 
same 
traffic laws as automobiles 
do. 
Nance 
agrees, 
saying. 
“ Bicyclists seem to think 
they have the rights and 
privileges of the pedestrian 
— 
they don’t. They are 
expected to obey all the 
rules of the motorist.” 
Belarde also urges riders 
to 
t ravel 
in 
groups 
whenever possible, so they 
will be more visible It’s a 
g en er al 
rule 
of 
his 
o r g a n i z a t i o n , 
wh i ch 
n u m b e r s

its 
membership William Penn 
Mott. Jr., director of the 
State Department of Parks 
and Recreation. “We have 
never had any accidents 
when we ride in groups,” 
Belarde noted 
Another 
program, 
now 
under development by the 
City of San Jose under a 
$288,000 federal grant, also 
focuses on bicycle safety. 
The program will provide 
manpower 
and 
materials 
for an intensive two-year 
enforcement and education 
campaign in Santa Clara 
County. 
Lloyd Turner, director of 
traffic safety for the State 
Department of Business and 
Transportation, 
said 
the 
project is expected to be a 
model, 
along 
with 
the 
Highway 
Patrol 
program 
for other campaigns in the 
state 
The 
emphasis on 
bike 
safety programs is on the 
rider up to the age of 14, 
who still accounts for about 
67 per cent of the accidents, 
but Nance said the Highway 
Patrol is watching the 15 to 
34-year-old group, which is 
involved in 30 per cent of the 
accidents. 
It is hoped that visits to 
civic

rules.

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Dr. Spook and radical therapy

NEW YORK — (NEA)—He 
is such a nice man. Sixty- 
nine y e a r s old now. And 
bald. And dark blue suits. 
And pin-through collars. He 
is the son of a onetime rail­ 
road a t t o r n e y , grown up 
among the comforts and con- 
s e r v a t i s m of Connecticut. 
Republicans. S u c h a nice 
man. S p e c t a c l e s . Quiet. 
Composed. Such a nice, nice 
man. 
Why does Dr. B e n j a rn i n 
Spock want to overthrow the 
government? 
Well, he says, his legs like 
w i l l o w branches, reaching 
out in a d r o o p from his 
chair, well “This c o u n t r y 
is . . . we’re all of us in such 
terrible, terrible trouble.” 
So that’s why. Why after 
six decades of respectabil­ 
ity, after writing a fluffy 
little book on babies that be­ 
came an all-time best seller 
(25 million copies), after be­ 
c o m i n g one of the most 
widely known pillars of the 
medical profession in the 
world, Ben Spock, as his 
wife of 42 years calls him 
(42 years!), has embraced 
some of the most radical 
ideas of American history 
and has decided to run for 
the presidency of the Union 
on tne notion that the Union 
is rotten and needs to be de­ 
odorized with revolution. 
As candidate of the Peo­ 
ple’s Party, which is an out- 
g r o w t h of the Peace and 
Freedom Party, which had 
many m e m b e r s from the 
New Party, which was itself 
merely a collection of men 
and women from a party 
whose name has been for­ 
gotten, Ben Spock wants to 
legalize m arijuana and abor­ 
tion, guarantee a $6,500 in­ 
come for every U.S. family, 
mandate iree medical care 
for everyone in the land, end 
the war in Vietnam, bring 


most eye-o p e n i n g experi­ 
ence. I really believed in 
Lyndon Johnson then. I got 
out on the stump for him a 
number of times. I remem­ 
ber after he was elected he 
called me and said, Oh, Dr. 
Spock, I do hope I p r o v e 
worthy of your s u p p o r t . ’ 
Well, then the war escala­ 
tion started and everything 
else. I was appalled. Seeing 
what that man did, seeing 
how he betrayed his promise 
to the people—well, I began 
to realize what I never had 
before.” 
The years since, for Ben 
Spock, are part of the public 
record. Arrested, accosted, 
jailed and assailed. He was 
part of one demonstration 
that tried to c l o s e down 
Washington. He was tried 
two times ( f o u n d guilty, 
then acquitted) on charges 
of counseling young people 
to break draft laws. 
Small wonder the man has 
become (forced into?) part 
of the smallest political mi­ 
nority in the country—the 
extremist left. “I’ve found,” 
he says of his pigtailed and 
p o t - s mo k i n g new fellows, 
“they are wonderful people. 
Not like what I had imag­ 
ined. I admit I had reserva­ 
tions about them once. I was 
as full of prejudices as any­ 
one. I suppose that I prob­ 
ably n e v e r w o u l d have 
joined them if it had been 
left up to me. But, as it hap­ 


pened, I didn’t go to them. 
They came to me. And once 
I got to know them and un­ 
derstand them, I found the 
generation gap made no dif­ 
ference.” 
Dr. S p o c k has, on the 
s u r f a c e , little in common 
with the militants, the wild- 
eyes, the s o m e w h a t nutty 
m e m b e r s of the People’s 
Party who nominated him as 
their standard bearer. He’s 
old, man. He doesn’t sniff 
cocaine. And in this day of 
women’s lib and dying m ar­ 
riage, he’s had this same gal 
with him for nearly half a 
century. Yet he appeals to 
the toughest revolutionaries 
in the nation. Why? “I once 
a s k e d some people if I 
should change my cbnserva- 
tive image, if I should wear 
old jeans or something. They 
said no, just do your thing 
—we think you’re honest.” 
Honest. That’s him. And 
among this year’s presiden­ 
tial candidates, some say, 
including himself, Dr. Spock 
may be the most totally hon­ 
est. He does not waffle on 
issues: “I think homosexuals 
should be entirely free to do 
what they want as long as 
their partners are consent­ 
ing.” He does not sell out to 
anyone for support: “ I am a 
radical, yes, but I do not be­ 
lieve in violent radicalism 
and I don’t like those people 
who subscribe to that.” He 
doesn’t even mess around 
about himself: 
“I haven’t 
got a chance to be elected, I 
know that. But I do want to 
keep our movement rolling.” 


And so he runs—if not pop­ 
ularly, at least honestly. Al­ 
ready he has campaigned in 
some 27 states. He hopes to 
be on the ballot in about 12. 
Grant Ben Spock at least 
a nod for efforts in raising 
the level of politics. “Some 


people have asked if I’m a 
serious candidate,” he says. 
“Well. I think I’m more seri­ 
ous than Mr. Nixon or Mr. 
McGovern. They are only 
trying to win an election. I 
am trying to bring about a 
better U.S.A.’’ 


home every U.S. soldier now 
stationed on foreign lands 
and, and: “Well, that will 
give you s o m e idea—we 
have many, many o t h e r 
plans, however.” 
Gads. Good gravy even. 
Who would vote for such a 
kook? 
The w r i t e r , maybe, for 


one. 
Ben Spock is not your ev­ 
eryday pediatrician turned 
radical. He is a rather rich 
old guy who has decided, 
late in the day, that one can 
no longer believe in what 
one has believed in all along 
—that America is honest and 
good and fair. He wanted to 


believe it 
He tried to be­ 
lieve it for 60 years. But. 
Alas. “ I suppose the begin­ 
ning of my radicalization 
was due to two events. One, 
I hated nuclear weapons so 
I joined SANE in 1962. Two, 
I campaigned for L y n d o n 
Johnson in 1964 Of the two, 
I suppose the second was the

Kitchen. 
"Ain’t it terrible?” says 
the whore at Madam Rosa’s. 
“Maybe ifs the heat,” re­ 
plies Mario the shoeman. 
That’s it, everyone agrees, 
“it’s the heat.1’ 
It is, indeed, hot in Hell’s 
Kitchen. T h e dozen-block 
a r e a on mid-Manhattan’s 
West Side fries like an egg. 


Russ plane 
in Vientiane 


VIENTIANE (U PII—For 
the second time in a week a 
Russian cargo plane loaded 
with war supplies for Hanoi 
has landed at Vientiane’s 
Wa t a y 
I n t e r n a t i o n a l 
Airport, 
Laotian 
police 
sources said today. 


The four-engine Aeroflot 
landed Tuesday, the sources 
said, 
following 
a 
radio 
warning from Hanoi that 
war conditions over that 
country 
made 
airspace 
unsafe. 


Laotian police say they 
are not sure whether the 
grounded 
plane 
will 
be 
released, saying it is “ an 
i m p o r t a n t 
p o l i t i c a l 
question.” 


Last Saturday a similar

Vientiane authorities and 
allowed to continue to Hanoi 
with 
its

period, 
the 
sources said. 


Because of Lao official 
neutrality in the Vietnam 
war officials in Vientiane 
are reportedly concerned 
over what appears to be 
another method of breaking 
the 
supply 
blockade 
of 
North Vietnam.

“ I k n o w the kid who 
lived,” says Mario the shoe­ 
man. “He don’t lie. It hap­ 
pened like he said. The coo- 
coos took ’em up on the roof 
and kilt ’em .” Jeeze whotta 
thing.” 
Indeed, whotta thing. But 
three dead kids are nothing 
r e a l l y extraordinary for 
Hell’s Kitchen. This stretch 
of New York stench has been 
losing its children to coo- 
coos for generations. 
It’s 
tough. It’s a l w a y s been 
tough. “When the Irish lived 
here we had fights on every 
c o m e r.” Movie bad guy 
George Raft grew up here, 
so did actor Tony Curtis, 
whose early roles, it’s said, 
were merely extensions of 
his window-breaking W e s t 
Side heritage. “Hell’s Kitch­ 
en,” sighs a cop, “runs from 
35th Street to a b o u t 46th 
Street, and it’s best if you 
got eyes in the back of your 
head.” 


Nobody 
knows, 
exactly, 
why it’s called Hell s Kitch­ 
en. One can only guess. P er­ 
haps because 9th Avenue is 
jammed with outdoor grocer­ 
ies. Perhaps because, as the 
residents say, especially in 
August, “The guy with the 
E 
itchfork? — he lives right 
ere.” 
Hell’s Kitchen. Tem pera­ 
ture in the 90s. Steam com­ 
ing out of the manhole cov­ 
ers. Fans sucking the soot 
into tenement apartments. 
People 
in 
undershirts 
or 
brassieres hanging out their 


windows. Police sirens. Ad­ 
dicts. 
“Oh m e," says the whore 
at Rosa’s, “it’s too hot to 
work.” 


Thirteen-year-old 
N i c k y 
Petrola squats beside his 
open fire hydrant. It is blow­ 
ing out 1,700 gallons of water 
a minute in a stream 70 feet 
long. It is also causing prob­ 
lems in nearly apartm ents. 
One lady in a beret yells 
down from the 8th floor that 
she can’t get anything out of 
her faucet. Nicky tells her 
to drop dead. Nicky is not 
your All-American boy. He 
funnels his hands over the 
hydrant to direct the pres­ 
sure at passing cars. He 
says if he hits one right it 
might knock over. Oh, oh, 
the cop again. Nicky gives 
him an indecent Italian ges­ 
ture, as they say, and beats 
it behind a building. The cop 
stops. Turns the hydrant off 
And gets wet. 
“ We got a right to get 
cool,” Nicky yells. 
An old woman walks out 
of a dark door. One of her 


legs is bandaged with an 
athletic wrap. Her other leg 
is blue. Not white. Blue. She 
is wearing a feather cap 
which, according to neigh­ 
bors, she never takes off. 
She is wearing a sweater. 
And she is c a r r y i n g a 
squirrel wrap. At least it 
l o o k s like squirrel. “It’s 
cat,” says a neighbor, “it’s 
her pet cat. She had it for 
years before it died.” The 
old w o m a n limps up the 
street. Into a delicatessen. 
She comes out with a can of 
beer, wrapped in a brown 
sack. She leans against the 
building. Drinks. Then limps 


back to her dark doorway. 
Nobody knows her name. 
N o b o d y knows her. “ It 
wouldn’t surprise me any,” 
says a neighbor, “if that 
feather hat isn’t some old 
dead pet, too.” 


The w h o r e at Madam 
Rosa’s is not a whore, of 
course. She is an “enter­ 
tainer.” She says she dances 
someplace. But during the 
day she sits in Rosa’s win­ 
dow. Facing the corner of 
9th and 42nd. If a passerby 
looks 
in, 
she 
s m i l e s . 


“There’s nothing wrong with 
smiling!” And if one thing 
leads to another, “ I some­ 
times go out on dates.” She 
is thievish. Nationality un­ 
known. M ascara failing in 
the heat. The sanitation man 
who collects Rosa’s garbage 
says the whore is a gypsy: 
“ She tells your fortune—you 
know, like if you give $10 
what’s going to happen to 
you in the next 15 minutes.” 
The whore says the garbage 
man is a liar. But. Well. 
“Ifs too hot to a r g u e 
either.” 
Too hot. Too hot. Through­ 
out Hell’s Kitchen it’s too 
hot. “The heat did it; blame 
the heat,” says Mario the 
s h o e m a n . 
“Those 
kids 
woulda gone in that building 
in winter, probably nothing 
would have happened. But 
in 90 degrees—well, it drives 
anyone coo-coo. I open my 
shop this morning and this 
kid comes in asking for 
heels. I say wait’ll I get my 
apron on. He says hurry up. 
Now, I’m t e l l i n g you I 
coulda took that little yo-yo 
up on a roof right there and 
shot him myself.”

MUNICH 
(UPI)—The 
United 
States assured itself today of its 
biggest haul of Olympic wrestling 
medals in 48 years and a Yank 
swimming relay set an Olympic 
record, but the touted U.S. track and 
field team got off to a ragged start 
American grapplers did so well in 
competition 
through 
Thursday 
morning that six of them were 
assured of medals, the most by the 
United States since 1924 
Ben Peterson of Comstock. Wise., 
was assured of the gold medal in the 
90-kilo class. 
In swimming, the U S men s 800- 
meter freestyle relay was clocked in 
7 minutes, 46 4 s^onds. to set an 
Olympic 
record 
in 
qualifying, 
breaking a mark of 7:49.0 set only a 
few minutes earlier by Australia. 


The Yank relay team included 
only one man, John Kinsella of 
Indiana 
University, 
who 
was 
expected to be on the team in the 
Thursday night final. The other 
three in the trial were Gary Conelly 
of 
Indiana 
U niversity, 
Tom 
McBreen of Southern California, 
and Mike Burton of Sacramento 
Calif. 
In track, the U. S. suffered a quick 
d i s a p p o i n t m e n t 
when 
Dick 
Bruggeman of Marion, Ohio, ran six 
seconds worse than his best time 
and was only sixth in his trial heat of 
the m en’s 400-meter hurdles. 
The opening day of competition in 
track also saw U. S. sprinters 
advance in trial heats of the men s 
100-meter dash, but Russia’s Valeri 
Brozov was especial!) impressive as 


he won easily. 
The Soviet Union also picked up 
the team gold medal in the modern 
pentathlon, and second and third in 
the individual pentathlon although 
Andras Balczo of Hungary took the 
gold. 
The 
m ost 
severe 
blow 
to 
American pride in the Gam es would 
be to lose the sprints to a Russian. 
It’s never happened in Olympic 
history.

LONDON. 1908—The Rus­ 
sians made their first ap­ 
pearance 
at 
an 
Olympic 
Games in 1908. with a team 
of only seven competitors. 
Four years later they re­ 
turned to Stockholm with a 
team of 178 competitors. 
In these two Games the 
Russians won four silver and 
three bronze m e d a l s in 
shooting, w r e s t l i n g and 
yachting 
Following Stock­ 
holm. the Russians did not 
appear again at an Olympic 
Games until 1952 at Helsinki. 
Robert Kerr (Canada), at 
5-5 the shortest man to win 
an Olympic sprint title, ad­ 
mitted that he had to get 
drunk to win his gold medal 
at London in 1908 
By t a k i n g the British 
AAA 
IOO- a n d 200-yard 
titles just before the Games, 
he had established himself 
as an almost cast-iron favor­ 
ite to take the two Olympic 
sprints 
But shortly b e f o r e the 
Games, an o v e r z e a l o u s 
trainer worked Kerr almost 
to the point of exhaustion 
and he finished a disappoint­ 
ing third in the Olympic 100- 
meter final. 
Kerr then took matters 
into his own 
hands 
He 
stopped training, went out 
and took more than a fair 
share of drink and danced 
and dined until the early 
hours 
of 
the m o r n i n g . 
Thoroughly refreshed, he re­ 
turned to his Olympic battle 
and ran away with the final 
of the 200 meters in 22 6 
seconds

Lawrence Walsh was a blow 
to the motorists and good 
law enforcement too

popular one with the people,

editorial 
support from newspapers 
all over the state, and won 
approval of both houses of 
the Legislature 
In his veto message the 
Governor said "It is my 
belief that our local law 
enforcement agencies must 
be allowed to respond to 
traffic problems with all the 
scientific and technological 
tools which are available to 
them ” 
Walsh’s quarrel was not 
with the use of radar, which 
incidentally has never been 
authorized 
by 
the 
Legislature, but rather with 
its misuse. 
He feels the Governor was 
misled, not by the police,

reso. ting to speed traps as a 
method 
to 
produce 
revenues. 
This could well be the 
case since the Governor, 
because of the last minute 
rush of the Legislature in

As Walsh stated, " ‘It is 
obvious this was the case 
for the bill did not take any 
tools away from good and 
proper law enforcement. It 
was to curb abuses. The 
misuse of the police and the 
courts for the sole purpose 
of bringing revenues into 
the city coffers must be as 
reprehensible 
to 
the 
Governor as it is to me and 
another citizens.” 
Walsh 
said the police 
themselves are embarassed 
over the entrapments being

"Many 
police privately told me 
they favored the bill.” 
"The only opposition to 
the bill was expressed in 
letters from cities which 
stood to lose revenue from 
traffic fines which were 
never established for the 
purpose of increasing the 
city budgets.”

Paving 
improves 
yard 


By MR. FIX 


Everyone l i k e s a lush. 
green lawn but a little addi­ 
tional paving in one form or 
another can add to the ver­ 
satility of your yard and add 
some needed living space. 
This can be in the form of 
a path, a patio, a place to 
par k your car off of the 
driveway 
Paving need not be in con­ 
ventional concrete, although 
it can be. You can use old 
broken paving, bricks that 
are new or used, stone, grav­ 
el or wood Use your imagin­ 
ation 
For p a t i o s and parking 
areas you will want to use 
concrete or some form of 
stone to make it an all- 
weather form of paving 
Outline the area with wood 
strips after excavating 
If 
drainage is good. concrete 
can be laid directly on the 
earth after excavating to the 
desired level. But if drain­ 
age is a problem, provide up 
to six inches of gravel first. 
Several inches is good in any 
event. The base, no matter 
what it is. should be well 
packed 
A path through your lawn 
can be made with pieces of 
paving rather than in one 
long length Broken paving 
will do. So will s ma l l 
amounts of concrete that you 
can pre-cast into slabs first. 
Excavate for each piece of 
paving, going down to a 
depth that will keep it a little 
lower than the surrounding 
grass. This permits easy 
mowing. 
Mortarless patios are pop­ 
ular because they can be 
done by an amateur and 
done over a period of time 
Once you have pour ed 
enough concrete for a large 
slab, you must work quickly 
Patio bl oc ks and used 
bricks are both popular ma­ 
terials. Excavate to a depth 
equal to the thickness of the 
material plus two or three 
inches for a bed of sand The 
sand base provides both 
foundation and drainage 
Install a wood form around 
the excavated area to hold 
the material in place 
The 
wood should be treated with 
a preservative first Pour in 
the sand and rake it level. 
Wet it and pack it. 
Place the bricks, setting 
each one firmly and check­ 
ing with a level frequently. 
When all are in. sweep sand 
over the surface and sweep 
off the excess Wet the area 
and sweep in more sand 
after the first amount has 
settled 
Slabs cut from railroad 
ties can be used the same 
wax 
These have already 
been treated with a preserv­ 


a t i v e so they will stand up 
to t he weather 
You can use the same 
material for paths through 
your lawn Gravel is a pop­ 
ular material for a path Dig 
out a few inches ol dirt, line 
with wood held in place with 
stakes and t hen fill with 
gravel Rake it smooth and 
level 
Whatever you use, remem­ 
ber that the idea is to pro­ 
vide a dry, non-muddy path 
to garden, barbecue area 
and playground equipment

These were only a few examples of 
another massive government bureaucracy 
which spends millions of tax dollars in the 
production of films and other audio-visual 
materials. While the total government 
budget allocation for such activities in 1971 


was about $35 million, records show that 
the Pentagon alone spent more than $214 
million in this area. The 13 government 
agencies and departments investigated 
reported only a total of $15 million worth 
of

but 
the

Department alone has more than $289 
million worth of such equipment. 
Coldwater has forwarded his report to 
the 
W hite 
H ouse, 
along 
w ith 
recommendations that the government 
contract 
with 
commercial 
firms 
to 
produce many of the materials that are 
now being produced. 
Affirmative action on this is indicated. 
California, 
for 
one, 
has 
enough 
unemployment, and the movie industry 
has been in the economic doldrums for 
years. 
The 
many 
unemployed 
craftsmen, 
actors and directors in our state could 
undoubtedly produce better materials than 
are now being put out by government 
amateurs and probably at lesser cost to 
the taxpayers. The Coldwater report 
showed that six of the seven major 
agencies within the Department of Health, 
Education and Welfare possess their own 
facilities and equipment, surely a costly 
duplication which could be alleviated by 
using the services of qualified and largely 
idle private facilities.

After a 
ittle confusion, it was turned down. 
My? the ad agency asked For legal 
easons, 
said 
the 
Times 
epresentative. What legal reasons? 
Veil. he said, under the Federal 
Campaign Election Act of 1971, it is 
required that an advertisement 
which has the purpose of influencing 
the election of persons to federal 
office, 
be 
submitted 
with 
the 
authorization 
of 
the 
candidate 
whose 
name 
is 
used 
in 
the 
advertisment and to whose purposes 
the ad is presumably put. If a 
:andidate’s name is used without 
luthority, the law seems to say, it is 
hen 
r e q u ire d 
th a t 
his 
lonauthor ization 
be 
duly 
locumented. so that the newspaper 
ran note the fact when it publishes 
head 


Moreover, the sponsor of the ad, if 
ie or it proposes to spend $1,000 or 
more in total, is pronounced under 
the new law a political committee, 
and as such must file reports a) 
concerning the source of its funds, 
and b) to the effect that it is not 
responsible for overspending in any 
race 
covered 
by 
the 
I* ederal 
Campaign Election Act. 


All ot this to the rabbi and his 
little 
button, 
who 
brought the 
matter to me. I telephoned to the 
New York Times and spoke there 
with a kindly, browbeaten executive 
who has been struggling to come to 
grips with the new law He told me 
that in his opinion, since the button 
in question advocates the election of 
George McGovern, it falls therefore 
under the law 


The button in question reads: 
MCGOVERN IS BEHIND 
ISRAEL 
1000% 
“You are joking,” I said The 
executive, so deeply immersed in 
the law that it had evidently slipped 
his attention that Senator McGovern 


had pledged to support Senator 
Eagleton “1000 percent,” smiled 
over the telephone, and promised to 
call back after he had consulted his 
colleagues. 
“ I 
am 
making 
a 
historical 
decision,” he reported an hour later. 
‘We are henceforward interpreting 
the 
law 
as 
excluding 
the 
advertisement of political buttons, 
or the use of pins,” Accordingly, the 
rabbi’s McGovern button will fly its 
flag in the Times, and is available 
(at $1) from the Committee to 
Button Down Support for Israel, 
P.O. Box 574, Murray Hill Station, 
New York, New York 10016. 


The New York Times is deeply 
involved in the complexities of the 
crazy new law. Two weeks ago, it 
was revealed 
that the Justice 
Department had filed suit against 
the

Committee 
for 
Impeachment, which had inserted a 
two-page Impeach Nixon ad in the 
Times 
in 
May. 
The 
Justice 
Department, 
having 
received 
complaints against the ad, has 
moved 
against 
the 
committee 
charging it with failure to state 
where a copy of its financial reports 
could be obtained and with failure to 
indicate that the ad had not been 
authorized by 
the congressmen 
whose names were listed in it as

A peace signal? 


t h e m s e l v e s 
f a v o r i n g 
the 
impeachment of Nixon. 
The story revealed further that 
the 
Justice 
Department 
was 
thinking of suing the New York 
Times, over its failure to get from 
the impeachment committee the 
information necessary to comply 
with the new law. Mr. James 
Goodale, senior vice president of 
The Times “for law and finance,” 
announced 
that 
his 
company 
disagreed with any interpretation of 
the law that held that “mere 
mention of or incidentally favorable 
comment about a candidate in an 
advertisement requires the press to 
obtain 
(such 
a) 
certificate 
mentioned. If this were the case,” 
he said, a candidate so named 
“would have a veto power over 
publication of advertisements with 
which he or she disagreed 
That at least. What is needed, 
now, 
is 
someone 
to 
test 
the 
constitutionality of the law. The 
Times could, but, poor thing, she is a 
little fatigued, and entitled to be 
The New York Times vs the United 
States is beginning to sound a little 
bit too much like the Mets. vs. the 
Colts, or whatever. Someone else 
should 
volunteer 
to 
be 
the 
i n s t r u m e n t 
for 
the 
unconstitutionalization of this odd 
law. 


My own personal experience is 
that when Asian Communist leaders 
want to signal something there is no 
doubt in anyone’s mind about what 
they want to signal. 
In months spent 
negotiating 
with 
some of the top men 
in Communist China 
as a U.S. 
Army 
officer 
in 
World 
War 
II, 
I came 
across the bluntness 
time and again. 
Officers in another branch of our 
military 
operation 
reported 
identical experiences in dealing 
with the late Ho Chi Minh. I found 
the principle true in talks with 
leading Japanese Communists. 
Other 
friends 
have 
spent 
considerable time in negotiations 
with Communists 
in Laos and 
Thailand and with 
Ho’s North 
Vietnamese 
associates. 
Their 
conclusions are the same. When a 
Communist negotiator wants you to 
know what he is driving at, he 
makes certain you get it. 
All this makes it difficult to 
understand what Sargent Shriver 
and Averell Harriman mean when 
they say the Nixon administration 
ignored a Hanoi peace signal in 1968 
and 1969 


The Communists may or may not 
use official channels. They may go 
over the heads of or around the men 
they’re negotiating with. They may 
attempt 
messages 
through 


unorthodox channels. But with all 
this, they are very clear when they 
want to be. 
They may speak in allegories. But 
if you don’t understand what they 
mean, they say it again and again 
and again in different ways until you 
can’t help but know what they’re 
saying. lf you still don’t see their 
point, they will, in disgust, tell you 
directly in language no horse trader 
could fail to understand. 
This is not to say Communist 
officials are not obtuse much of the 
time. If they want to stall, if they’re 
playing for time, or if they want to 
soften you up in order to get you to 
give in, they will go on in endless 
rambling or find ways to insult you 
time and again, or make you look 
ridiculous. 
In late 1968 Hanoi moved sizable 
number of troops back irito Laos and 
Cambodia. The judgment was their 
armies needed regrouping, rest and 
refitting after heavy losses during 
their offensives that year. The 
North Vietnamese had been moving 
men in and out for years, depending 
on the campaign and on the season 
of the year. 
Analytical 
men 
would 
look, 
nevertheless, to see if this large 
troop movement was indeed a 
signal. Officials at State and the 
Defense Department officials in 
Thailand, Laos, South Vietnam and 
in Paris and Washington looked into 
this question hopefully. 
This 
reporter, 
covering 
the 
operation at the time, was told of 


the studies going on. The conclusion 
by the men this writer interviewed, 
some of whom were friends of 
Harriman, was that this shifting of 
North Vietnamese was not a peace 
signal. 
Based on past experience, this 
reporter is certain that if the troop 
movements had been a peace signal, 
the North Vietnamese negotiators 
would not have been coy. They 
would have, at first, waited for a 
U.S. reaction. 
If 
that 
reaction 
was 
not 
forthcoming 
they 
would 
have 
buttonholed all U.S. delegates they 
could find and would have in 
addition, marshalled their radio, 
their diplomats wherever stationed 
and all their other contacts around 
the world and would have said in 
effect: See, look at those troop 
movements. 
Don’t 
they 
mean 
something to you? Can’t you figure 
out what this means? Can’t you take 
a hint? Do you need glasses or 
something? 
Then at the Paris talks the 
Communists would have adopted an 
attitude that would have opened the 
door for progress. They would have 
continued to be tough in their 
negotiations. 
They 
would 
have 
fought for every point. There would 
have been repeated delays. 
But the talks would have inched 
forward 
It is time to stop wishful thinking. 
When the Communists are ready to 
negotiate, they will

The Lompoc Valley area appears 
headed 
for 
the 
most 
radical 
turnaround in development since the 
boom that hit the area in the late 
1950s. 
It was in the late 
1950s and the first 
year or two of the 
1960s 
th a t 
Vandenberg Village 
and Mission Hills 
came 
into 
being, 
and 
the 
City of 
Lompoc 
its e lf 
e x p e r i e n c e d 
a 
radical 
transformation 
from a semi rural 
economy. 
It was not unusual for millions of 
dollars worth of homes to be built in 
a single month. 
And of course the spur to it all, 
Vandenberg Air Force Base had a 
boom all its own 
Beginning in about 1962 or 1963, 
however, it was status quo and what 
was 
felt 
most 
keenly 
by 
businessmen, a decline in some 
areas of the economy. 
Despite the decline if that’s the 
correct term, the population figure 
for Lompoc held firm at about 25,000 
to 
26,000-plus; 
the 
economic 
condition of Vandenberg Village and 
Mission Hills improved and major 
business interests held their own. 
All this is a general view by an 
observer relatively new to the 
scene. 
Now we have the turnaround The 
development of Northside shopping 
center and other businesses around 
the focal point of H Street and North 
Avenue signaled the beginning of 
significant growth That growth was 
coincendental with the deep soul 
searching going on in the central 
business district radiating out from 
the focal point of H Street and Ocean 
Avenue Some businesses left the 
CBD, but more stayed on and even 
prospered. 


A number of new residential 
developments have been announced, 
in city and county areas. There are 
also rumbles of another bank, the 
announcement 
that the Record 
would rebuild in its old location at 
115 North H Street and moves to 
enlarge the county building on South 
D Sired 
Coincidental with all this is work 
being done by the city’s Community 
Development 
Department, 
and 
principally by and because of, the 
leadership of 
the department s 
director, Al Autry. 
Autry proposes a fullscale review 
of the city’s zoning ordinance, a 
realignment of zones to eliminate 
unusued categories; a more rational 
approach to the amount of land in 
particular zones, the positioning of 
zones for better buffering; and what 
may 
be 
most 
significant, 
downzoning The latter term refers 
to a readjustment in the zoning to 
recognize the reality of the moment 
A good example is the proposal for 


rezoning to residential of some 
parcels on West Ocean Avenue that 
have been zoned commercial since 
the boom of the ’50s and early ’60s. 
Along with all this is heightened 
interest in what’s happening or 
about to happen in areas outside the 
city. Autry has frequently indicated 
concern for the amount and location 
of land zoned industrial just outside 
the borders of the city. He also has a 
special 
concern 
for 
dormant 
proposals for the creation of a 
shopping center at the Wye and 
notes that great consideration must 
be given to the triangle that will be 
created by the juncture of Highway 
I freeway overpass and Central 
Avenue. Historically there has been 
commercial growth in such areas, 
much like development that clusters 
at the mouth of a river. 
Along with all this are movements 
in such areas as beautification and 
in 
the ' various 
elements 
now 
required in the General Plan — such 
as nousing, open space.
